There is, of course, one primary 
objective in the conversations to be 
heid during the next few days between 
the President and the British Prime 
Minister, and the respective staffs of 
the two countries. That purpose is 
to defeat Hitlerism throughout the 
world. 

It should be remembered that 
many other nations are engaged to-day 
in this common task. 

Therefore, the present conferences 
in Washington should be regarded as 
8 to further conferences 
which will officially include Russia, 
China, the Netherlands and the 
It is expected that there 
will thus be evolved over-all unity in 
the conduct of the war. Other nations 
will be asked to participate to the best 
of their ability in the over-all objec- 
tive.

THE KILN 


The kiln itself is a cylindrical metal 
affair like a large boiler with an 
inverted-cone lid. The logs are sawn 
into lengths of about 2ft. 6in., and the 
bottom portion of the kiln is filled first 
with these, standing on their ends. 
second layer of logs is then placed on 
the first, still standing on end, and 
this fills the kiln, though another sec- 
tion is often put on to it, and a third 
layer of logs put in before the lid is 
placed on top. A tall chimney is then 
fitted to the top of the lid, and other 
chimneys fitted to the four flues around 
the bottom of the kiln at ground level, 
these last chimneys being taller than 
the kiln itself when fitted up. Under- 
neath ground level on one side of the 
kiln is a flue which runs under the 
kiln, and through this it is lighted, 
small sticks being used to start com- 
bustion among the logs. When the fire 
is going well, the top chimney 1s re- 
moved, and the hole into which it 
fitted is covered with a big lid and

These two were issues of importance: the 
appointment of a Town Clerk, as we 
venfure to suggest, is not a question of the 
first magnitude, especially for a State and 
city which are enduring the stresses of 
war; and observers, both inside and out- 
side Belfast, will be pardoned if they look 
for ulterior motives behind the Ministry’s 
challenge to the Corporation—or, as it 
may be, the Corporation’s challenge to 
the Ministry. Is it conceivable that the 
little artificial State of Northern Ireland 
is displaying its essential top-heaviness ? 
Can it be that the State is too small for 
a Government ruling over one-and-a- 
quarter million people, and for a Cor- 
poration that divides authority over 
nearly one-half of that population? In 
the nature of things, is it unlikely that a 
new division of authority—if not an 
entirely new organisation—will come into 
being before very much longer, and that 
this quarrel over the appointment of a 
Town Clerk marks one stage nearer to 
the point of eventual fissure? 


Civic Pride 

"On Friday last the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin, Alderman P. 8. Doyle, T.D., 
awarded prizes to the winners of the 
essay competition organised by the Irish 
Tourist Association. The subject for the 
essays was, How Can I Help to Keep 
Dublin Clean and Pleasant!“ and the 
purpose of the competition was to promote 
among school children a spirit of civic 
pride and responsibility. During the year 
1941 a total of 261 essays were received, 
representing approximately 85 per 
cent, of the schools eligible to compete. 
We are glad to see that the competition 
is achieving such a success; for there is 
little doubt that this scheme will do much 
to engender a sense of civic pride among 
young children. The trouble with the 
average child is not that he wishes to 
destroy the beauty of the city in any way, 
or even that he is not proud of it, but 
that he fails to realise that he can do 
anything to affect it in one way or another. 
The composition of these essays will make 
the children look about them and realise 
the beauty of the city. Their efforts 
to Answer the question which the title 
puts forward will make them think 
about the part which they play in the 
upkeep of the city, and, consequently, 
will give them a sense of responsi- 
bility. It is ‘to be hoped that this 
scheme, or another scheme, similar in 
essentials, will be extended to other 
branches of public behaviour; for there is 
more in civic pride than mere cleanliness 
or tidiness. The children should be taught 
that the public roads and by-ways are not 
suitable playgrounds for them; that 
posters, while they do not add anything 
to the beauty of the city at any time, are 
not improved by the addition of moustaches 
or the removal of large shreds of paper; 
that the telephone directories in public 
booths are there for the convenience of 
users rather than for the amusement of 
passing children; that the country is as 
much their property and their responsi- 
bility as the city, and that, therefore, it 
must be kept equally clean and tidy. It 
is, as Mr. F. A. Moran, Director of the 
Irish Tourist Association said, only by 
obtaining the support of the children of 
to-day in these matters that the civic pride 
and responsibility of the men and women 
of to-morrow can be assured.

MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE 
REVIEWS 1940-41 


The report of the Minister for Agri- 
culture on the year 1940-41 just pub- 
lished, reviews at length the events of 
the year. The area under wheat, which 
in 1939 was 255,280 acres, rose in the 
following year to 305,243, and the yield 

er acre improved by .5 per cent. to 

5 cwt. The bashel sli recorded 
up to 62 and 65lb. Barley, which in 
1 had fallen to 73,784 acres, rose 
to 132,272 acres. Flax showed a great 
increase in 1940, from 4,123 acres in 
1939 to 10,140 in 1940. 

The total number of cattlé in the 
country on Ist June, 1940, showed a 
slight decrease at “,057,027, and there 
was a reduction in the number of milch 
cows. Trade in store cattle was main- 
tained at steady prices until the restric- 
tlons due to the outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease brought business almost 
to a standstill. The cow-testing asso- 
ciations continued their useful work, 
the number of associations, members 
and cows under test showing an 
increase. The report deals at length 
with the measures taken in relation to 
the war.

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THE GROWING OF 
TOBACCO 
BIGGER ACREAGE IN 
1942 


From a Sprctat, CoRRESPONDENT. 


ECESSARIES (an. some 

N luxuries) that could be grown in 

the garden or plot have been 

produced by amateurs all over the 

country since the war began, and the 

Government icouraged, even exhorted 
them, to continue the good work. 

Will it be the same with tobacco? 

Irish farmers have been growing 
tobacco for years, but the Government 
exercises the strictest control over it. 
Since the United States went into the 
war ou: chances of maintaining sup- 
plies of American tobacco are getting 
more and more remote, so that we will 
probably be faced with the choice— 
grow your own or have none. Tobacco- 
growing is little more trouble than 
cabbage-growing, so the natural 
obstacles to producing your own sup- 
plies sre not great. 

The other obstacles are pretty for- 
midable. 

“You may not grow any tobacco at 
all without a licence,” a Customs and 
Excise officer told me. The licence 
will cost you 5s., but the tobacco you 
may grow will be subject to our super- 
vision. Apparently the regulations 
by which the revenue from tobacco is 
safeguarded are pretty watertight, and 
unless the Government relaxes them 
in favour of amateurs who grow 
tobacco for their own use they will 

rove an ulmost complete deterrent to 
ome production of the crop. 

According to the Customs and Exciso 
officer, tobacco-growing without a 
licence is looked upon by the Govern- 
tnent much the same as poteen making 


MORE TOBACCO 


Tobacco growers at present must 
nominate rehandling firms to take the 
whole of their crops, and they are re- 
stricted to a minimum of half an acre 
and a maximum of six acres per year. 
At the moment there is . revival of 
interest in the crop, and it is lixely 
that the restrictions on the acreage will 
be eased to accommodate the greater 
demand. A tobacco grower told me 
that there will be an increase in the 
acreage under tobacco in 1942, and the 

rospects for growers are good. The 

bacco is sold through the rehandling 
stations, where it is baled and pre- 
pared for the manufacturers. 


The grower gets paid a basic price 
and a bonus. e basic price is fixed 
by comparing the tobacco with 


imported tobacco of the same type, and 
the bonus is also based on quality. The 
average basic price in 1 was 43d. 
per Ib., and 1s. 1.33d. in 1940. There 
are two reasons for the increase. In 
1934 there were 1,500 growers in Eire, 
and a large number of them were 
amateurs at the job, who, through 
want of experience or care, did not 
turn out a very good quality, and their 
tobacco pulled down the average price. 
The number of growers has been 
gradually reducing, and last year there 
were only 115 growers in Eire. These 
*‘survivors ” are naturally the pick of 
the 1,500 who have taken seriously to 
the business and are making it a suc- 
cess. An improvement in the basic 
price is expected for 1942. 


THE PEAK YEAR 


The year 1933 was the peak year for 
tobacco growing in Eire. The excise 
duty on home-grown tobacco was 
remitted that year, and thousands of 
farmers grew it and made big profits. 
A thousand Ibs. of tobacco an acre 
was the average yield, and as much 
as 4s. per Ib. was obtained. The £200 
an acre they obtained left them a hand- 


some profit The manufacturers that 
year were buying 1 tobacco at 
ls. per lb. . 4d. per Ib.

duty, or 8s. ba: n duty, 
according to the country from which 
the cargoes came. Not having to pay 
any duty on the home-grown tobacco, 
they could afford to pay a good price 


for it. 
TAXED AGAIN 


The announcement of Government 
intentions in the winter of 1933 took 
the gilt off the gingerbread. On 
December 19th, 1933, Mr. Lemass 
stated that it was the decision of the 
Government to reimpose the duty on 
Irish-grown tobacco, He said that no 
Government could afford to sacrifice 
the revenue to be got from tobacco. 
The tax on tobacco, he said, was a 
means of securing revenue that bore 
lightly on the people. It was consistent 
in its operation, and yielded a sub- 
stantial sum annually. The Government 
never contemplated the loss of their 
entire revenue from tobacco. 

In 1934 a Tobacco Act was passed, 
reimposing the duty on home-grown 
tobacco, and the farmers had thence- 


forth to be content with smaller profits, 


What encouragement will the 
Government give to growers in 1942? 
If they again remit the duty they will 
2 ly have another spate of 

rowers as in 1933, and we will all

able price, but the revenue would profit 
very little from such an arrangement. 
The problem is one for the Minister 
for Finance, and growers would be 
pleased to have a statement on it at

Christian Theology 


“ Anna Karenina is not, perhaps, 
a notedly religious book, but there 
followed through my library Resur- 
rection and all the rest; and then 
Turgenevs Fathers and Children,“ 
with that last page, where the two 

ant parents stand at the grave 
of their Nihilist son, one of the most 
moving passages in all literature. 
Merezhovsky never wrote a book into 
which he did not introduce, and make 
the core of it, Christian theology. 
Dostoevsky, too: Of his novel, The 
Possessed, he said himself it was a 
Russian development of the parable. of 
the Gadarene swine and we 
shall cast ourselves down, possessed 
and raving, from the rocks into the 
sea, and we shall all be drowned, and 
a good thing, too, for that is all we are 
fit for. But the sick man (Russia) 
will be healed and “will sit at the feet 
of Jesus,” and all will look upon Him 
with astonishment.’ 


Repudiation 


Middleton Murry says, in an intro- 
duction to The Possessed’’: ‘* The 
actual happening has been far different 
from what Dostoevsky dreamed it 
might be.. . Instead of sitting at the 
feet of Jesus, the new Russia has 
openly repudiated Jesus. . That is 
why the great Russian experiment is 
of such tremendous significance. It is 
a bold and (though the word seems 
paradoxical) a noble experiment. An 
absolute negation of Jesus is better, 
fraught with more promise for the 
future of humanity, than lip-service to 
him.. . . The result of the experiment 
will decide whether a great nation can 
live without that aspiration towards 
rage of which Jesus is the 
Western symbol. . . That is the great 
issue that is being decided in our time; 
visibly and deliberately in Russia, 
secretly and only half-consciously in 
the rest of the Western world.” 


The Idiot ” 


Well, times have changed since 
Middleton Murry wrote that in 1931. 
Religion, we hear now, is still tolerated 
in Russia, if not officially, with lip- 
service. And in another country a 
Bishop has preached a formidable ser- 
mon of 2 against the persecution 
of his Church by Secret Police. 

But there was one passage in The 
Idiot which struck me, and has stayed 
in my mind through all the recent 
controversy about the Church of Ire- 
land. It comes in the place where 
Muishkin, the idiot, after looking at a 
copy of a picture by Holbein, repre- 
senting Christ just taken from the 
Cross, is asked bY Rogojin if he be- 
lieves in God. n answer Muishkin 
tells several stories: The ghastl 
account of the two old peasant Ties 
staying in a small hotel, having tea to- 
gether, and then retiring to s the 
same bedroom. One notices for the 
first time that the other has a Aires 
watch, and when his friend turns his § 
back he takes a knife and comes 
up behind him, raises his eyes to 
heaven, crosses himself, prays, ‘‘ God 
forgive me, for Christ’s sake,” and cuts 
his friend’s throat like a sheep, taking 
the watch. 


Belief in God 


The other story is of a poor woman 
carrying a baby about six weeks old, 
who is smiling up at her for its first 
time. She says, Exactly as is a 
mother's joy when her baby smiles for 
the first time into her eyes, so is God's 
joy when one of His children turns and 
prays to Him for the first time, with 
all his heart.” 

And then Muishkin makes his reply 
to the question does he believe in God: 
The essence of religious feeling has 
nothing to do with reason, or atheism, 
or crime, or acts of any kind—it has 
nothing to do with these things—and 
never had, There is something besides 
all this, something which the arguments 
of the atheists can never touch.” 


Finding God 

Now this is not by any means an 
original idea. It is probably expressed 
frequently in Scripture, if indeed, the 
famous passage in Corinthians on 
charity is not concerned with it. It 


preoccupies many of Dostoevsky's 
characters: vrogin, in The Pos- 
sessed, and Kirillov, who thinks he 


will not really believe in God until he 
abnegates his own life to the point of 
taking it. Huxley readers, before the 
days of censorship, will remember the 


crime, ting in murder, in the 
effort. to discover his conscience, to 
believe—and ends by finding God in a 
Beethoven quartet. 

It seems & long way to come down 
from these Lydian heights, from the 
eternality and infinitude of this great 
religious instinct, to the Ch of 
Ireland. And that is just my feeling 
about the Church of Ireland. 


Losing Faith

It is hard to know what I believed

Most of the others did 
it, and to me it signified a self-abase- 
ment before the apotheosis of good 
which was God—a feeling without 
which it would have been useless to go 
to church at all. But just at that time 
a well-known vicar was fined some 
hundreds of pounds for bowing to his 
cross, and we were requested the fol- 
lowing Sunday im the vestry not to 
bow any more, but stand still and face 
the altar for a moment, if we liked. 
Sub-urbanity had raised its head. To 
bow was Papist; one must stand still 
and face God. 


Parochial Politics 


It is that sort of nonsense, it seems 
to me, that makes my generation dis- 
interested in parochial politics; all 
except the sub-urbane, the young, who 
have been spoon-fed with a religion 
just as they were with their infant's 
food; the ones who, never having 
doubted, have never believed. Of 
those the Church of Ireland—and every 
other Church—has always suffered 
from a superabundance; from those it 
would seem to draw its bishops and 
hierarchy; for those it runs itself on 
sound business principles, and 
uarantees (with the reputation of the 
ank of England) the reiteration of 
its creeds and dogma every Sunday. 
But I look for a church having more 
of “the essence of religious feeling; 
a church where a man can get up and 
dance with the joy of living if he wants 
to, as they do in the st and the 
jungle; not a church that sends 
missionaries out to stop them dancing 
and clothe their nakedness with Aquas- 
cuti and frock-coats, which give them 
pneumonia the first time there’s a drop 
of rain. I look for a church that, 
r the limitations of a good many 
of its clergy, is not afraid to recognise, 
and turn to, the essence of religious 
feeling in all the great literature of 
the world and have it read from its 
pulpits; with all the great music it 
can get to go with it, canned or not. 
And I look for a church that really 
interests itself in economics instead of 
charity. 


Life After Death 


I used to think, I admit, that life 
after death being the real concern of 
the Church, economics were no part 
of it. But a church must be concerned 
with everything of the life of its people, 
and in the last twenty years at least 
economics seem to me to have been the 
second most important subject of all. 
Indeed, scarcely second, for I find it 
hard to divide economics from religion, 
“* godless Russia from the Russian 
with “' the essence of religious feeling. 
It is as hard for a camel to go through 
the eye of a needle, we are told, as for 
a rich man to enter the Kingdom of 
Heaven. But it is equally so for a 
r man. An empty stomach does not 
elp the worship of God any more than 
one overfull. That being so, it would 
appear as if the Church had some 
interest in the leavening of wealth, 
without waiting for Atlantic Charters 
and New Orders to lead it. The 
Principal of the Church of. Ireland 
Training College makes the interesting 
suggestion, if Í am not misinterpreting 
him, of beginning by the — 
of the Church's funds. 


Ecclesiastical News 


I am not, in the habit, of reading 
ecclesiastical news, admittedly, save in 
the /rish Times, but of all the years I 
have been in Ireland the only other pro- 
nouncement I can remember upon the 
subject of economics was made by the 
late Primate Day: 

“I shall be told that I have no 
right te speak on these matters, 
but I must say that there are 
Christian principles which bear on 
their solution, and I propose to 
speak about them. . It seems to 
me that there are three great prin- 
me which should govern all the 
relationships between employer 
and employed, and which are only 
too often ignored. The first prin- 
ciple is this—that every worker is 
entitled to a living wage (on which 
he can keep his * in some- 
thing like comfort —. give his 
children a fair start in life.)

CARE IN HANDLING THE 
MICROPHONE 


By a SpeciaL CORRESPONDENT. 


COLOSSAL direction! 

Stupendous photography ! 
Epic story! ificent act- 
ing !—these, alone, will not give 
you what a studio publicity 
writer, weak in his etymologies, 
called a monstrous film! You've 
got to add to the list—Com- 


ent sound recording. 
1 film fans, even three-a-weekers, 


have an idea that the micro hone is 
hung somewhere on the — up, 
so that it won't muss the leading man’s 
hair—and is ‘switched off at the finish 
of each scene. The sound recordist 
knows that the movement of his micro- 
phone about the studio, above, beneath, 
and beside the players, are almost as 
varied as those of the camera. 


OPERATOR’S TROUBLES 


He has many things to watch; many 
things to wrangle and fight for... . 
level-continuity, sound: perspective, 
background sound and noises off, post- 
synchronisation, mixing in synchronism 
of individually recorded background 
sounds, studio acoustics, developing of 
the sound-track negative. 
These are a few of his . worries. 
They are also the mountains that raise 
their conqueror from the rank of 
technician to the status of artist. An 
understanding of these things on ‘he 
art of the “man in the seat ” will 
elp him to get more value for his 
sé bob. 

What the sound -man calls level-con- 
tinuity,“ is essential to the smooth 
of a production. It means that the 
level of the volume of sound should 
be kept constant throughout à film. 
That does not say that all quiet sounds 
should be magnified, and all loud ones 
damped to the same pitch; but that 
an even level should be maintained in, 
say, the normal conversational voices 
of the actors. The difficulty of yeas á 
ing level-continuity can be realised only 
when you remember that scenes in the 
same sequence are often “ shot,” at 
times, weeks apart. 


PERSPECTIVE IN SOUND 


Perspective is quite as necessary in 
the sound as in the visuals. Recorded 
in proper perspective, a sound seems to 
be coming from the point in the screen 
picture, at which the action which 
produces it is seen to occur. It is sur- 
‘prising how often a recordist slips 
up on this. Have you ever seen a 
gun being fired way in the background 
of a scene and, at the same time, been 
almost lifted out of your seat by the 
sound of the explosion? 
This perspective is difficult to 
serve. For each shot there is a 
comparatively small area in which the 
microphone can be placed, if it is to 
pick up the sounds correctly. The 
recordist has got to discover that area, 
and stick to it, frequently in the face 
of opposition from the cameraman, who 
complains that the microphone is cast-

ost- synchronisation covers an enor- 
mous part of the recordist s most diffi- 
cult work. For dozens oí reasons, 
sections of films are shot silent, or 
with only part of their full sound com- 
plement, and the sound has to be filled 
in afterwards. 
The recordist gives the thunder-clap 
to the lightning and the buzz to the 
bee. This is easy for him. He obtains 
a record of the necessary noise, then 
screens the corresponding sequence of 
film, and at what he judges to be the 
right point, he switches through his 
record. 


** DUBBING ” A FILM 


it comes to “ dubbing.” When a film 
has to be dubbed it means that 
dialogue has to be synchronised with 
actual lip movements shown on the 
screen. Working with noises, and 
sounds less closely related to the 
visuals, he is able to use records and 
control the whole thing with one finger. 
But there is only one way to dub,“ 
and that is to ‘seat the cast around in 
proper relation to the microphone, then 
screen the shot over and over again 
until the actors are able to fit their 
words to the mouthings of their pro- 
jected images. 

By far the greater part of. dub- 
bing” is done in translating the 
a of foreign films. For instance, 
Frene films are dubbed into 
English, and American ones into 
1 n, French, Spanish, and other 
languages. It is interesting to observe 
that in Italy and certain other 
countries dubbing of this kind is 
compulsory for all foreign films. 
People who handle this job usually 
experience great difficulty in finding 
artistes with suitable voices to represent
